ST. LOUK, April 27. 


Tlio coroner's jury in tlio inquest on tho 


victims of the Southern llolel (Ire, rendered 
a verdict tbnt tho iiro originated in tho base- 
ment of tho hotel, in their opinion iu llio 
store room, but possibly in tho wino collar, 
but in either case near the bottom of tho 
bnggago elevator, which carried tho sinoko 
and ilaiucs almost instantly to the upper 
floors and roof of tho building. 


As to tho causo of tho lire tho jury soy 


tliey havo no testimony sufficient to bass 
opinion. Tho appliances of the hotel for 
exlinguishing fires wero coniploto except 
that pipes and nozzles wero wanted on tho 
Hoors above tho parlor floor, but from tho 
lack of system find want of men to uso tho 
appliances and of rules for their guiduuco 
they wero uot put into sorvioo on the night 
of tho fire except for a few minutes in tho 
basement, and tho fire had gained such pro- 
portions that tlio slight efforts mado thcro 
by tho engineers and flrouion of tho hotel 
wore futile. 
Tlio firo department 
and 


salvage corps did duty with oflieiency and 
promptness, as did tho polico department. 


The LUSS-CCN Cuii-surctl. 


Tho lessees of tho hotel aro censurable in 


several particulars : 


First—Whilo providing tho necessary ma- 


terials for extinguishing tiros, thoy had pro- 
vided no means for their uso. 


Second—In keeping in tho storo room 


nnd wino collar largo amounts of inflamma- 
blo material without adequate watching. 


Third—fn removing from their ofiico tho 


gong necessary to alarm tho inmates of Iho 
hotel in case of fire. 


Fourth—In employing only one watch- 


man and he a very inefficient man, and sup- 
plementing bis duties as such with other 
matters. 


Fifth—In lack of rules and instructions to 


employes ns to conduct and duties in case 
of Iiro. 


Sisth—In making no efficient efforts on 


tho nitjht of tho firo to awaken tho guests 
and employe's, laying, however, no stress on 
the expressions of ono of tho cents ns to tho 
iiro having boon extinguished, and that 
there was no danger, and ns thero is no 
evidence that nny of tho guosts woro en- 
dangered thereby.

public building should bo unprovided with 
moans for extinguishing llres ; thnt a suOl.

ployed to tlotoot firo and drilled iu tho use 
of the appliances for its extinguishment • 
that in nil largo hotels gongs or bells Inroo

with Spotted Tail. Thoy intend to rnako 
ono moro round up of buffalo and then go 
into somo agency. Sitting Bull has gono 
north of tho Yellowstone, and is variously 
reported to havo from two hundred to five 
hundred lodges.
